This is th>: nrat attempt to mobilize 


these smaller vessels into it fleet, or 
mosquito navy, as valuable in its place 
as tl)u heavy banle^hips and armored 
trainers. 


The torpedo boat is fitted better than 


any other kind of craft to be a guardian 
of narrow passe?, patrol of shallow wa- 
ters or sentinel of navigable rivers and 
bays. Her light draft renders it possible 
for her to penetrate far mlaud on the 
rivers. She may go to the great lakes 
through the Erie canal. 


The torpedo flotilla will include the 


new destroyers. Capable of a speed of 
80 miles ail hour and armed with torpe- 
do tubes and 6 pounders, these are 
formidable foes. 


During the summer months extensive 


evolutions will be practiced. Lieutenant 
Commander Kimball will decide upon 
their nature and extent The location 
is also a matter that must be deter- 
mined. 


Whatever form the evolutions may 


take, they will cull for cool heads and 
quick and steady nerves. These require- 
ments must bo fulfilled not only by 
officers, but also by engineers, seamen 
and even stokers. 


Tbe fleet that Lieutenant Commander 


Kimball will command will consist of 
35 boats. The instruction beat Stiletto 
will join it So will thefour vedette boats 
of the Maine and Texas, which were to 
have been can led on tbe decks of those 
ships, but proved too heavy. The Hol- 
land submarine boat will be cue of the 
flotilla. 


There are 19 others, including tbe

A Woman Want* ThU Amount For Al- 


leged FaUe Imprisonment. 


A young, pad faced woman, who said 


icr namo was Mrs. Dreyer of Brooklyn, 
asked to sea Mayor Strong of New York 
•ecently. She wanted him to assist her 
n some way to secure an indemnity of 
M.000,000 for alleged false imprison- 
ment and cruel treatment in a sanitari- 
um in Stamford, Conn. There was a 
refinement about her features, and her 
English was pure, although she said 
she was a Russian subject. 


It was her extraordinary-statement

One day the 
cook in the opiuia den, wbo bad never 
even i>eeu a battle, read bis name in The 
Gazette and found to his surprise that 
be bad attained tbe rank of colonel in 
the imperial forces. 


Military service is iu many ways 


very remunerative to tbe officers. They 
enroll any men they like, and they al- 
ways draw the pay for many more mei» 
than are actually in the army. About 
70 per cent of the fnll number of men 
nominally serving and for whom pay ia 
drawn is the average strength of the 
forces, eviin under Li Hung Cbaug'a 
comparatively honest officers, while 
elsewhere 100 men on paper usually 
mean but 40 or 50 in the flesh. On re- 
view days the officers engage a sufficient 
number of soldiers by the day to make 
the army look all right. But there are 
other sources cf profit besides dealing 
in dummy soldiers. The live ones have 
to wear uniforms and to eat, end both 
food and clothes are supplied at extor- 
tionate prices by the officers, BO that of 
tbe 6 taels per month paid by the gov- 
ernment for each soldier, about one-fifth 
or less reaches the pockets of tbe men. 
All this refers to the "braves"' who are 
only engaged during wartime and are 
disbanded the moment the fighting it 
over wherever they may happen to be 
and nearly always without, the mean* 
of returning to their homes, thus keep- 
ing up tbe supply of armed robbers all 
over the empire.

In flue 
weather the bee matt* calls upon 50. to 
80 flowers ia a day's onriiig. During 
this time it collects what is equivalent 
to H grain of nectar, which is a tbiii 
sirup and has to L* evaporated to make 
honey. The bee, after working all day, 
•peud» die greater part of the night 
boning the nectar with its wings to 
evaporate the surplus water. In this 
way it Shortens its life by wearing out 
its wings. Juangstroth says that a bee 
at the height of the working season 
lives about three working weeks and 
then dies. Bees frequently perish on 
the way home because their wings ate 
so shattered and splintered that they 
refuse to support the body. If a disabled 
bee reaches the hive alive, it spends the 
remainder of its days as nurse, house- 
keeper and in general utility work. A 
good and fertile queen bee keeps the 
hive full of bees during the season. 
When the honey flow stops, she ceases 
laying at once; then the workers kill all 
of the drones and manifest other symp- 
toms of a consuming desire for retrench- 
ment,—New York Ledger.
